RELIGIOUS NOTES. 


The vestry of Park Street Church, 
last Tuesday evening, was the scene of 
an important conference meeting of the 
church members, to.consider the subject 
of a successor, to Mr. Murray. There 
was & Dumerous attendance,-the com- 
pany present including many of the 
young men whem the popular pastor of 


- Adirondack fame had brought into the 


membership of thechurch. The subject 
of filling the vacant pastorate had been 
considered by the Standing Committee, 
and they had resolved to present to the 
meeting the name of Dr. Robinson, of 
New York. Deacon Farnsworth. said 
that he did not know, nor did any other 
member of the committee, that Dr. 
Robinson would accept a nomination 
if any should be tendered. But they 
had hopes that, by his election, the Park 
Street pulpit might be filled by a man 
who would build the phurch up and do 
the people good. ° 

The Rev. C.S. Robinson, D. D., hom 
Park Street Church has called to take 
the place of the Rev. W. H. H: Murray, 
is a distinguished preacher, and has been, 
for some time, the pastor of the Memo- 
rial Church in the city of New York. 
Recognized universally as a man of rare 
scholarly attainments, as well as a the- 


ologian of unusual acuteness, Dr. Rob- | 


inson would at once rank among the 
foremost preachers of Boston. He has 
not infrequently preached in this city, 
and always to large and interested con- 
gregations. 

‘The Warren Avenue Baptist Church 
have been passing through a season of 


trouble the last few weeks, which has at 


last ended by some of the dissatisfied 
ones withdrawing themselves, and form- 
ing a connection with a sister church at 
the South End. The trouble, seemingly, 
was op account of the open communion 
proclivities of the paster, Rev. Mr. Pen- 
tecost, which was not fully relished by 
some of the foremost brethren, and this, 
on their part, impeded the usefulness of 
Mr. Pentecost to such an extent that he 
offered to resign, if desired. A meeting 
of the church, a few evenings since, was 
held, at which, bya vote of eighty-two 
to fourteen, the pastor was sustained, 
the dissatisfied ones being most fully re- 
buked. The trouble has also reached 
the Sabbath-sehool, and just before the 
hour for closing on Sunday last, Mr. W. 
H. Roundy, the superintendent, an- 
nounced to the school the resignation of 
several of the officers, and then tendered 
his own resignation. Great excitement 
followed, and many were moved to tears. 
The pastor, Mr. Pentecost, stepped to 


the platform, to moderate the excite- 


ment, telling the scholars that the Lord 
would be with them on the next Sabbath 
if the officers were not. He also sug- 
gested that the action was not final, but 
must be submitted to a meeting of the 
teachers. Mr. Roundy stated that the 
resignation was final, and that no meet- 
ing could alter them, and then dismissed 
the school. With this withdrawal, and 
that of a few of the scholars, coupled 
with those from the church, the matter 
will no doubt end, and harmony restor- 
ed, the church will again be prospered, 
as it should be. 

:The work of erecting the Baptist 
Tabernacle on the corner of Shawmut 
avenue and Madison street, is rapidly 
progressing, and the edifice will be com- 
pleted in the fall, at a cost of some $30,- 
000, which will be additional to the 
$12,000 which the lower floor and 
foundation cost. The lower floor, roof- 
ed with gravel, has been occupied by 
Rev. Dr. Eddy’s society for two years, 
and will not be much disturbed until the 
main edifice above is roofed over, when 
the gravel roof will be removed and a 
floor substituted. 

_,The church will be of brick, 75x70, 
and the whole interior will be seoubied 
by seats, etc., except the two front cor- 
ners, in which the stairways will come 
up from below. Five rows of seats, in 


five great semi-circles, rising one above 
the other, will form the back and sides 
of the auditorium, ‘and the remai 
seats will fill the center of the audi- 
torium. 


“The of Church- 
es, consisting of some nine Boston 
churches, which .bave combined their 


forces. for united missionary work in 
their own parishes and immediate vicin- 


ity, have, through their Executive Com- 
mittee; made their annual report. This 
association has been, and is now, doing 
a good work among the poorer classes 
in various parts of the city. 


Some time ago, Rev. Mr. Foote, a] 
King’s Chapel, of this city, began a. 
series of discourses on hymns. He had 
given the history of the grandest of the 
Old Testament hymns or songs when 
the course was interrupted. Lately, he 
bas taken up the Latin hymns of the 
early; Christian’ church. Mr. Foote’s 
poetic taste and intense religious senti- 
ment make these hymns very dear to 
him. During the service the choir sang 
a Crusader’s hymn of the twelfth cen- 
tury, translated by Willis. This was 
new to.many, and may be to our read-

listening to these discourses have been 


greatly edified, the information impart- 
ed in some cases being the work of great 
research and labor. Mr. Foote has not 
got through, and probably e’er he fin- 
ishes, much light will have been shed 
upon these interesting matters connected 
with the christian church. 


The latest in the publishing line gives 
several interesting works from Lee & 
Shepard, including ‘“‘The Morals of 
Abou Ben Adhem,” by D. R. Loeke, 
(‘‘ Nasby ”’) in Which is a good deal of 
humor disguised as wisdom. The book, 
it is thought, will have a large sale. - A 
half dozen new volumes have left the 
press of Henry Hoyt, which, like others 
of this firm, are just right for Sab- 
bath-school use, and will make good ad- 
ditions to any library. One of them, 
““ A Ride on Horseback through the 
Holy Land,” is exceedingly_ interesting 
and instructive, and will fill up a little 
waste time to good advantage. ‘ The 
Faithful Son” and “Our Guy,” two 
others, are full of wholesome, good read- 
ing, and cannot fail of leaving @ pleas- 
ant impression. Mr. Hoyt is doing a 
noble work in his publications, and it is 
gratifying to learn that his efforts ‘are 
meeting with the success they deserve. 

William F. Gill & Co, have projected 
two new series of books, which bid fair 
to become as popular as the “ Little 
Classics” of Osgood & Co., which 
have proved so successful. The first 
is a cheap series of octavo volumes, 
to be known as the’ Vade-Mecum 
Series, and to contain short stories, 
sketches, etc., each volume being 
complete in itself. The other series 
will be called the Zreasure- Trove Series, 
and its volumes are to contain selections 
from the cream of English literature. 
The publishers announce them as the 
arabesques of modern English literature,

A KING DESIRED. 


‘GOLDEN is better to trust 
in the Lord than to put confidence in 
princes.” —Psalms cxviii : 9. 


Samuel discharged the duties of sole 
judge until the growing infirmities of 
years compelled him to delegate a share 
of responsibility to others. Confining 
himself to Ramah, he appointed his two 
sons, Joel and Abiah, to the charge of 
the southern districts. They held their 
provincial court at Beersheba, a town 
belonging tu the tribe of Simeon. ‘But 
these young men were found utterly 


unworthy of the trust committed to 


them. They brought dishonor upon the 
family, and contempt upon the law 
which they were appointed to execute. 
They “turned aside, after lucre, and 
took bribes, and perverted judgment,” 
The indignation of the people was 
aroused by their flagrant acts of wick. 
edness. Instead of asking for the re- 
moval of these unworthy men, they de- 
manded a revolution in the government, 
Some change seemed desirable. Why, 
then, did God oppose their wishes when 
they asked fora king ? 

1, It was not because they sought a 
better government that they asked for 
the appointment of & king. They had 
prospered under the theocracy, that is, 
under the rule of God, which, in a Spe- 
cial sense, had been paramount. 

2. Nor was it because they undertook 
thus to manifest their allegiance to the 
Supreme Raler. They did not consult 
God in making the change. They sent 
the elders of the people, the representa- 
tive men of the tribes, to Samuel, and 
demanded that it be mati 

3. But prosperity had» corrupted 
them. They had become proud and 
headstrong. They were dissatisfied with 
their provincial belongings.

‘They would. pare to 
no remonstrance. 

Nothing could be more uatane than 
the displeasure of the prophet.
